Making a killing

The company provides flight simulators for about 
40% of the world’s civil aircraft market. It is also one of the largest mem- 
bers of Canada’s military industrial base, with 50% of its sales based in the 
defense market. 

Over twenty countries operate CAE military flight simulators for air- 
crafts such as the Européen Tornado fighter aircraft, the French Alpha Jet 
Trainers, the E-3A AW ACS aircrafts, the C-130 Hercules Transport, the 
P-3C Orron, the CP-140 anti-submarine warfare aircraft and a variety of 
military hclccopters. 

Northern Telecom Ltd., another company that was at career day, was 
Canada’s fifteenth largest contract recipient from the Department of Na- 
tional Defense between 1981 and 1985, receiving S24 million dollars. 

Due to Student Society requirements, no companies with South African 
investments were represented at career day this year. However, Henry 
Birks and Sons were there. Birks purchases South African diamonds, 
although they do not violate any Canadian government regulations prohib- 
iting investments in South Africa. 

Many large corporations, including others that were at career day, have 
questionable policies and practices regarding the environment and global 
trade and investments. In the third world, large corporations play a large 
role in supporting repressive regimes, exploiting labour, and selling goods 
of inferior qualities than allowed in North America. 

Y our choice of employer has important social implications. By contrib- 
uting yoür talent and education to one part of an organization you arc, in 
effect, supporting the actions of the entire corporation. 

Research the activities of your perspective employer before getting 
involved.

McGill students adopt abroad 

The McGill Foster Parents Association (McFospa) is a union of students 
and others interested in supporting poverty stricken children world-wide. 
This support involves raising money to be sent to Third World children 
through Foster Parents Plan of Canada. 

Currently, the club has two foster children. The first child, since January * 
of 1983, is an 1 1 year-old male from Mongdin, Burkina-Faso (formerly 
Upper Volta). The second child, since February of 1984, is a 13 year old 
female from Tambillo, Bolivia. The club is regularly informed of their 
progress from the numerous letters and pictures sent 

McFOSPA aims to open the eyes of the McGill community to the 
suffering (poverty, unhealthy water, malnutrition, poor shelter, clothing 
and medical care) that many innocent children face needlessly. More than 
40000 children under the age of 1 5 die in the world every day from disease 
apd malnutrition. That’s the population of Windsor every six days or of 
Saskatoon every three (close to 15 million per year). If the political will ex- 
isted, more than halfof these lives could be saved with a lot less money than 
one might imagine, using the international agencies that now exist. (James 
Fcrrabcc, The Gazette, June 28, 1986). 

McFOSPA, through Foster Parents Plan of Canada, not only serves its 
foster children in Bolivia and Burkina-Faso, but also, the McGill com mu- 
nity by informing students and staff about everyday problems in thcThird 
World. Success in this area is evident by the fact that some campus 
organizations (Medical Students’ Society, fraternities, etc.) arc now also 
supporting needy children, since the founding of McFOSPA six years 
ago. 

Some of the fund raising activities planned for this year include a major 
party at Douglas Hall, a fraternity party, a t-shirt sale, bakcsalcs, and the 
screening of feature films. At an organizational level, the club js looking 
for help for all of these activités. If you are an individual looking'to acquire 
organizational experience for the job market, to make new friends or 
simply to have a good time while contributing to a good cause, then be in- 
volved; join McFOSPA.

On Monday, September 21, the 
McGill Daily made former South 
African ambassador to Canada, 
Glenn Babb’s day. Susie 
Strachan’s article, "South Africa 
Educates Natives” was a horror and 
a disappointment.

Eldon Bcllcgardc appears to be a 
nasty political opportunist who has 
played beautifully into the hands of 
the South African government and 
more specifically has promoted 
Glen Babb’s nifty little prc-rctijrc- 
ment propaganda ploy. What a vic- 
tory for him to have the oppressed 
of Canada stand up for the oppres- 
sors of South Africa! (By the way, 
most native leaders condemned 
Bcllgardc’s actions and continue to 
do so.) 

Oliver Tam bo, head of the ANC, 
was recently in Canada upon invita- 
tion of Canada’s Conservative 
government. Bellgardc’s reaction- 
ary namecalling of the ANC is no 
longer acceptable by any political 
stripe. 

According to the South African 
government, most White South 
Africans, and Bcllgardc, the South 
African security force “cleans up 
water in a crossroads settlement.’’ 
According to the rest of the world it 
imprisons, tortures, and murders 
men, women, and children. 

Bcllgardc claims to have seen no 
oppression of the Blacks. Docs he 
honestly think asan invitcdgucstof 
the South African government he 
would be given guided tours of the 
mines, bantusans, and prisons. 



Bcllgardc’s denial of the oppres- 
sion of Blacks in South Africa is 
similar to Kccgstra’s denial of the 
holocaust. To accord Bcllgardc any 
kind of respect is to harm both the 
native people’s of both South Af- 
rica and Canada. 

Hopefully, most can see through 
these sickening lies. That an editor 
on the Daily could not is extremely 
upsetting.

At the present time there arc just 
four student representatives on the 
Board of Govcnors of McGill Uni- 
versity. I agree with those who 
believe that this must change. The 
sooner it is the better. 

I do not think it is appropriate for 
the Vice President of University 
Affairs of the Students’ Society to 
be elected to the Board of Gover- 
nors. Ms. Battaglia had a point 
when she said, "Four student reps is 
not proportional to the number of 
students at the university." (the 
McGill Daily, Monday, September. 
28). Something should be done 
about it. However, gelling a second 
member of the SSMU Executive on 
the Board through the back door is 
not the way to do it. 

I strongly disagree with Ms. 
Battaglia's reasoning for her elec- 
tion. The primary individual rc- 
sponsible for representing the stu- 



dent populauon at the various lev- 
els of the University’s decision- 
making process is the President of 
the SSMU. If not, or if s/he can’t, 
then s/he shouldn’t be there. If the 
President needs help, then increase 
the size of the Board of Governors 
to accommodate greater student 
representation. An executive 
elected by and from die SSMU 
Council, to be elected by and from 
Senate to Board of Governors, 
without ever having received a 
mandate directly from the people is 
clearly wrong. 

The ideal number of student rep- 
resentatives should be twelve. Of 
these, seven should be undergradu- 
ate, three graduate, one from 
McDonald College, and the Presi- 
dent of die SSMU. If twelve is not 
achievable, then the minimun 
should be three undergraduates and 
one graduate along with the other 
two. 

To conclude, I hope the members 
of die Senate have rejected the 
Battaglia candidacy. I believe a 
victory would weaken any future 
prospects of convincing the Board 
of Governors to increase their size 
for greater student representation.

Native man, Wounded Knee, 1973

bile many people find 
it easy to condemn the 
imprisonment of Nel- 
son Mandela in South 
Africa, they ignore die mistreat- 
ment of Native North Americans 
that has led to the incarceration of 
Leonard Peltier for more than ten 
years. 

In Leavenworth Penitentiary in 
Kansas, Peltier, an Ogibwc-Lakota 
man, is serving two consecutive life 
sentences despite undeniable evi- 
dence that the case against him was 
fabricated by the FBI. 

On June 26, 1975, two unidenti- 
fied FBI special Agents, Ron Wil- 
liams and Jack Coler, entered the 
Pine Ridge reservation in South 
Dakota. They drove an unmarked 
car and had neither a warrant nor 
authorization to enter the com- 
pound. Without warning, the two 
men opened fire. 

In February, 1973, the American 
Indian Movement (AIM) was in- 



O n the day of the shoot- 
out, Wilson was sign- 
ing a contract giving 
die federal govern- 
ment onc-cighdt of the reservation, 
thereby contravening die govern- 
ment treaty and council by-laws. 

When die FBI opened fire, four 
native men in the compund, think- 
ing dicy were under GOON attack, 
returned fire. The exchange re- 
sulted in the death of both FBI 
agents and ofa Pine Ridge man, Joe 
Killsrighl Stuntz. Four native men, 
Jimmy Eagle, Robert Robidcau, 
Dino Budcr and Leonard Peltier, 
were indicted for the death of the 
agents. No one was charged with 
Stuntz’ death although he was 
clearly shot execution style — in 
the head, at close range. 

Both Robidcau and Butler were 
eventually tried and acquitted by a 
court in Cedar Rapids, Iowa on the 
grounds of self-defense. Peltier fled 
to Canada. 

Charges against the third man, 
Jimmy Eagle, were dropped so that.

vited to Wounded Knee, a village 
on the Pine Ridge reservation, to 
help die people protect their land 
from the corruption of Dick 
Wilson, the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs-backcd tribal chairman of the 
reservation at the time. Wilson had 
been elected inl972 and was more 
interested in selling the uranium 
and oil-rich land of the reservation 
to the U.S. government than he was 
in assuring the survival of his 
people and culture. During the 
years of his administration, Wilson 
used federal money to employ, 
train and own a police force, known 
to the people of Pine Ridge as the 
‘GOONs’ — Guardians of the 
Ogala Nation. They made repealed 
attempts to destroy the popular 
AIM movement on die reservation. 



as FBI documents state, d;c full 
weight of government prosecution 
could be directed against Peltier. 

Peltier was extradited from Can- 
ada on the basis of FBI affidavits 
later shown to be fraudulent His 
case, which was to have been tried 
by the same judge as Robidcau and 
Bultcr, was mysteriously moved to 
Fargo, North Dakota and was pre- 
sided over by a sequestered jury. 
The judge refused to permit any 
evidence of FBI misconduct in the 
case, which included harrassmenl 
of witnesses and suppression of 
critical evidence, to be presented to 
the court. 

In April, 1977, Peltier was con- 
victed on two accounts of first 
degree murder and sentenced to 
serve two consecutive life sen- 




tences. 

Now, ten years later, die Interna- 
tional Indigenous People’s Solidar- 
ity Tour is travelling through Cen- 
tral Canada to encourage a ne w trial 
for Peltier in the U.S. Supreme 
Court. Stephen Robidcau, Peltier’s 
cousin, spoke at UQAM on Satur- 
day night. "The people’s struggle 
will free Nelson Mandela and Le- 
onard Peltier,” said die organizers, 
who have linked the two cases lo- 
gcdicr in solidarity with South 
African and Native American po- 
litical prisoners. 

AIM has been a constant target of 
FBI harassment since its beginning. 
The foundations of AIM were set in 
1968, when four Native American 
ex-prisoners united to offer social 



services and legal aid to Native 
Americans forced into die city by 
illegal termination of land rights. 
They also established survival 
schools to help urban Native 
Americans preserve the traditional 
values of their culture. AIM op- 
poses assimilation into Euro- 




American culture and seeks to re- 
emphasize Native culture, hall land 
expropriation and strongly advo- 
cates the concept of sovereign In- 
dian Nations.

A ray of hope

Despite denial of FBI miscon- 
duct by dtc U.S. judicial system, 
Leonard Peltier may yet be re- 
leased from prison due to domes- 
tic, Canadian, and international 
pressure. 

In an interview with the Daily 
last Saturday, Peltier’s cousin and 
chief organizer of his campaign, 
Steven Robidcau said, “We’ll 
have a decision next week on 
whether the case will be heard in 
the U.S. Supreme Court.” 

There is further hope for release 
in a motion before Canada’s 
House of Commons to return him 
to Canada, which extradited him 
in 1976. 

As well, “Several countries 
have expressed interest in him as a 
political refugee," said Robidcau, 
citing the Soviet Union, Ger- 
many, Sweden and Holland. 
“He’s going to accept any offer 
that will get him out of his six by 



six fool cage.” 

'Though Peltier’s case has 
gained International recognition, 
according to Robidcau, “We have 
to face reality - it’s incredible that 
we’ve been able to generate such 
support. 

“But once we’ve exhausted the 
judicial process, we’re afraid the 
prison guards will try to assasi- 
natc him or put him in solitary 
confinement to break his spirit." 

Peltier is going blind in one 
eye, due to medical inattention. 
But according to Robidcau, 
“Leonard is optimistic and in 
good health otherwise.” Yet he 
still faces ongoing hostility. “He 
gets called a ‘Red Indian’ and now 
a ‘Commie’," because two Soviet 
doctors examined his eye. 

Public support such as “mass 
phone calls and letters keep Le- 
onard safe but once the case is 
lost, that safeguard could be use- 
less,” he said. “The goverment is 
trying to control the spirit of die 



people, which they’re never going 
todo. In the mean time, how many 
more Mandclas will dicrc be?” 
He pointed to the Donald 
Marshall case as an illustration of 
“the corruption of the courts that 
also goes on in Canada. (These 
native North Americans) arc 
more than just people who arc 
labelled criminals going through 
a corrupt political system," said 
Robidcau. “We arc also fighting 
forthc determination of ourselves 
and of our lands. They arc trying 
to annhilatc us through the depri- 
vation of our land." 

Robidcau is not that optimistic 
that Peltier will be released soon, 
but said that he and Nelson Man- 
dela "provide a unique example 
for all people of how we must 
fight for justice." Wc must start to 
“ammend and disentangle the 
racism of South Africa," he said, 
which is comparable to treatment 
of indigenous peoples of North 
America.

A s the Iran-Contra affair 
made daily headlines 
in the United States in. 
November 1986, Ca- 
nadians were shocked by reports 
thatCanadian-buiit helicopter parts 
had been shipped to Iran, with 
Ottawa’s approval. Experts said the 
engine components could be used 
by military helicopters in the war 
against Iraq, a conflict which had 
already left 500,000 dead. 

Canadians’ shock was barely 
justified. There was indeed scandal 
and embarrassment on Parliament 
Hill, since the shipments flouted a 



world’s current trouble spots in- 
cluding the U.S. bombing of Libya 
in the spring of 1986, the invasion 
of Grenada in 1983, and the on- 
going civil war in El Salvador. In 
addition, Canadian arms manufac- 
turers play a significant role in the 
construction of American nuclear 
missiles. 

This information, accompanied 
by a wealth of documentation, is 
presented by Ernie Regchr, in his 
new book, Arms Canada: Tlic 
Deadly Business of Military Ex- 
ports. 

“Canadians arc reluctant to in- 
clude the role of weapons merchant 
in their self-definition,” says Rc- 
gchr, research director for Project 
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policy to refuse direct arms sales to 
. war zones. But Canadian aircraft 
engines were already being used by 
both Iran and Iraq, after being 
“transformed" into military equip- 
ment in factories in Switzerland 
and Brazil. 

The Iranian parts arc not die ex- 
ception to the rule. 

The Canadian arms industry has 
been involved in almost all the

I learned recently that this year’s 
first issue of the McGill Daily was 
removed from campus newsstands 
because it contained a sexually 
explicit photograph.

The purpose of publishing 
the picture was clearly not to turn 
anybody on; instead it was to illus- 
trate a legitimate news story, which 
should be of interest to many 
McGill students, with the most 
relevant image available: a reprint 
of the impugned photograph. In 
fact, I think that it would be entirely

Y et Canada’s arms ex- 
port industry is now 
worth $2 billion annu- 
ally. Eighty-five per 
cent of these exports go to the U.S. 
but there are further direct ship- 
ments to at least 45 countries, in- 
cluding such brutal human rights 
violators as Chile, Guatemala,, 



Pakistan and South Korea. 

“Canada’s production of military 
commodities for export has tripled 
within the past six years,” says 
Regchr. 

With 20 million casualties in the 
100 wars in the third world since 
1945, and Canada producing about 
one per cent of the weapons and 
components exported there, Re- 
gchr infers that our country has 
been responsible for 200,000 
deaths abroad. The estimate may 
not be verifiable, but it docs illus- 
trate that Canadians arc unwitting 
participants in international vio- 
lence. 

Researching Arms Canada was 
not easy, says Regchr, due to gov- 
ernment secrecy and the so-called 
Access to Information Act. 

In November 1985, after request- 
ing information on the permits 
which accompany military exports, 
Regchr received a sample from 
External Affairs, with die explana- 
tion that "considerable information 
will probably be exempted." 

Regchr sees this note as “a re- 
markable example of understate- 
ment”. The sample permit was es- 
sentially a blank piece of paper. 

Tic accompanying letter went on 
to say that the rest of the documents 
would cost $3000, tlic price of 
censoring them. 

But Regchr feels confident his 
own research is accurate. 

“I’ve been told that External Af- 
fairs had intended to really tear 
strips off it (the book) if they found 
errors,” he says. “In fact, they 
haven’t found those errors, and so 
they’ve been very, very silent.” 



O verall, Regchr says the 
Mulroncy government 
has condnucd the dis- 
turbing long-term 
trend of supporting the arms indus- 



appropriatc for the famous photo to 
accompany this letter. I would 
think that your readers might want 
to know what I am talking about. 

With few exceptions, the ad- 
ministration of the University has 
no right to interfere with the publi- 
cation of the Daily (or ihcTribune; 
or the Plumber's Pot, for that mat- 
ter). the sttident newspapers are 
published by and, for adults, and 
unless there is a serious chance that 
one or more individuals will actu- 
ally suffer harm as a result of a 
picture of a story, the administra- 
tion should not intervene.

In Evelyn Ligale’s October 5th 
article “Metro Riders Pay More for 
Less," a few things were conven- 
iently forgotten or glossed oven 
' 1) CTCUM passengers pay on the . 
average only 24 percent of the total 
transit cost; Québec pays 44 per- 
cent, the MUC 28 percent and ads 
bring the other 4 percent. 

2) The CTCUM has actually in- 
creased services with Planibus, 
rider polls, improved bicycle rules 
and a strong possibility of returning 
all-night bus service. 

•3) In case you’ve been mouldering 
in the Union basement for the past 
three years, Québec is in the throes 
of a serious budget deficit. The 
government can barely afford to fix 
roads and improve social programs 
(did I hear Education?) without 



try as a commercial venture - in- 
stead of one designed to meet legiti- 
mate Canadian defence needs. He 
points to a structural weakness- 
wjthin External Affairs, as the de- 
partment includes both programs to 
restrain military exports and to 
promote them. 

The Defence Programs Bureau, 
for cxmplc, publ ishes a glossy cata- 
log of military products, offering 
foreign buyers wares ranging from 
plastic watcrcans to jet aircraft and 
protective clothing designed for 
nuclear, chemical or biological 
warfare. 

The bureau also arranges trade 
fairs - which exclude the public - for 
promoting military products. 

Another federal project, the De- 
fence Industries Productivity Pro- 
gram, has given out hundreds of 
millions of dollars in subsidies 
since its creation in 1959. 

“The really high flying arms deal- 
ers arc not sheiks and soldiers of 
fortune, but middle level bureau- 
crats in drab middle level govern- 
ment offices,” says Regchr. 

But Regchr also criticizes 
External Affairs minister, Joe 
Clark, who went to Saudi Arabia to 
hawk a fleet of light armored ve- 
hicles to the royal family in 1986. 
By doing so, Clark gave high pro- 
file support to sales of active com- 
bat equipment in a militarily sensi- 
tive area, to a government which 
supplies arms to Iraq and favours 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

In the rest of Arms Canada, Re- 
gchr examines the economic delu- 
sions behind the popular image of 
the arms industry as a job creator, 
and points to how relying on 

having to give a "paltry" $35 mil- 
lion to the CTCUM. Québccers 
already pay the highest taxes in the 
country; there’s almost nothing left 
untaxed. Besides, do you really 
think someone in Sherbrooke or 
Gaspé will be pleased to hear that 
his/her taxes are being spent on 
Montréâlers instead of in his/her 
riding? 

4) Despite Pierre Bouchard’s worst 
case scenario, the hike will proba- 
bly be only 4 percent in January, 
meaning a monthly pass of $29.64 
instead of $28.50 (an extra $13.68 
Tor the year ). Even a 15 percent 
increase will mean a pass at $32.78 
which is still 35 percent lower than 
Toronto’s and 15 percent lower 
than Ottawa’s. We have the cheap- 
est transit on the continent (in terms 
of rider cost). A $4.28 a month 
increase is not much to ask for 
improved services (it doesn’t 



American markets can undermine 
Canadian independence in foreign 
policy. 

I n the final chapter, 
Regchr proposes ten 
alternative export poli- 
cies tlic federal gov- 
ernment could adopt. Tic most 
essential is to realize “all Canadian 
military production should grow 
out of Canadian-defined military 
needs" instead of viewing the amis 
industry as a commercial enter- 
prise. Countering entrepreneurial 
rhetoric, Regchr argues that no one 
has a "right” to manufacture and 
market weapons. 

The ultimate entrepreneurial 
irony was perhaps when British 
troops in the Falklands were at- 
tacked by British-made weapons. 

Moreover, arms exports should 
be undertaken only on a govem- 
ment-to-govemment basis, consis- 
tent with Canadian foreign policy 
objectives promoting international 
stability. 

Canada also needs more effective 
control over the final destination of 
military goods and must refuse 
them to human rights violators. 
Finally, there should be a full an- 
nual public disclosure and review 
of exports. 

"Canadians arc not without 
choices,” says Regchr. “On the one 
hand, this country has the technical 
and financial resources to become a 
strong competitor in the race to 
make the weapons of war widely 
available in an unrestrained global 
arms bazaar.” 

“On the other hand, it has the 
political and moral resources to 
resist dealing in weapons for tlic 
economic fun of it.”
